* end Joshua Hinchliffe yesterday said that 
“on August 18, there passed out of existence 
the most venal, the most corrupt, the most hypo¬ 
critical and the most autocratic government that 
any pari of Canada has ever known.’’ 

In the sense that it was untrue this was a 
most uncanonica! thing to say. In fact for the 
y«me reason it would have misbecome any mem¬ 
ber of the opposition who is not a canon even 
if h# were, figuratively speakmg. only a pop¬ 
gun. It was unworthy of jtny member, too, be¬ 
cause it showed an intensity of parti/an hatred 
which help* to bring public life into disrepute. 

The leaders of the former Government since 
1916 were H. C. Brewster, John Oliver 
and Dr. J. D. MacLean. None of them was 
venal, corrupt, hyprocritical and autocratic, and 
all of them were respected throughout the Prov¬ 
ince. It is true they, made mistakes, hut their 
iccord of substantial achievement in the inter¬ 
ests of this Province was at least as good as 
anything that is likely to be credited to the Gov¬ 
ernment of which the Hon. Joshua Hinchliffe 
is a member, judging by the showing it has made 
so far„ While the Liberal leaders were not 
Canons, we never heard any of them make a 
statement so obviously untrue as that we have 
quoted as falling from the lips of the Honorable 
and Reverend Joshua Hinchliffe yesterday.

i, Whether Canon Hinchliffe will measure up

'eznment or not remains to be seen. Certainly 
ft is not getting ayray to a very good start. 
^Seldom l»» our public life shown anybody 
with such facility for closing his eyes to his 
own defects and those of his political estab¬ 
lishment as the Honorable Joshua. Entering po¬ 
litical life as a Conservative of “independent” 
'inclinations, he early became one of the most 
bitter partizans in the Legislature- 
• He was an advocate—in opposition—of 
many policies he now is ready to repudiate. Per¬ 
sistently demanding an embargo on the export 
of kgs—when he was in opposition—he now 
sees nothing wrong in this and does not even 
remonstrate with one of his ministerial colleagues 
who is a large exporter of logs. A returned 
soldier, he meekly acquiesces in the dismissal of 
returned soldiers because they were appointed 
by a Liberal Government. A critic of machine 
politics—when in opposition—he has no ob¬ 
jection now to the political machine which is 
developing within his own party and which 
is causing his leader no little worry. An op¬ 
ponent—when in opposition—of political 

patronage, he is now an upholder of it.

In connection with the lumber Industry the 
Premier did not think that there should be any 
waiting to aee what the United States was going 
to do in the matter of tariff In this line Rather 
he felt there should be every step taken to ex¬ 
tend the markets of British Columbia lumber not 
only In Canada Itself, but <n Australia and other 
countries. He felt that Ottawa should be ap¬ 
proached and an endeavor made to try and have 
the trade treaty with Australia so amended as 
to give Canadian lumber as good a chance In that 
market as the lumber from the United State* He 
favored a real educational campaign in the matter 
of extending these market*. 

With the Doctor*! views on the apple mar¬ 
ket situation and his suggestion for the extension 
of markets for our lumber we entirely agree* 
What we desire to draw to the attention of the 
Premier, however, is the fact that he apparently 
has had a change of heart. Not a word about 
higher import duties do we observe in his refer¬ 
ence to apples. That w$s his principal demand 
when he discussed the subject on the hustings 
last Summer. We note also that he now is in 
favor of an extension of the Canadian-Australian 
Treaty in order that our lumber may obtain a 
preference in the Antipodean market. ITe 
Premier’s party opposed and fought this inter- 
F.mpire trading arrangement in the House of 
Commons and on the public platform in the Fed¬ 
eral elections of 1925 and 1926., 

We do not know how far the Premier 
favors this Treaty-now; but his advocacy of 
making every effort to persuade the Common¬ 
wealth Government to give our lumber better 
treatment—which, of course, the King Govern¬ 
ment already has promised to do—implies that 
he will hot suggest that Canada should in¬ 
crease the duty on Antipodean butter which, of 
course, would jeopardize the pact—at least not 
until a preference has been given to our lumber.

Fruits are valuable not only for th# 
vitamins but for their alkaline quality. 
Yes. I said alkaline and not acid. And 
If anyone ia mentally quarreling with 
me and Insistent that fruits are add. 
we'll agree that they are until after 
digestion Then these fruit adds are 
burned to an alkali ash and contribute 
to the alkalinity of the system. Whan 
we have colds thf system needs more 
alkali* so we drjnlr hot lemonade and 
orange Juice, and quantities of veget¬ 
able soup. When a child has a mild 
acidity which evidences Itself in am¬ 
monia-odored urine, we help the con¬ 
dition by contributing more alkalis In 
the form of fruit Juices ind vegetable 
sbups. and. perhaps, bicarbonate of 
soda 

The laxative quality of fruits la well 
known, but it isn't perhaps as well 
recognized that they are far more ef¬ 
fective on an empty stomach. Fruits 
tsken with masls may be quite in¬ 
effective. while the same fruit pulps 
or Juices taken ore hour before a meal 
will have a decided effect Don't fail 
to include fruit, both cooked and raw. 
in at least two of the children’s meals

Lloyd’s Register of Shipping in Annual Report Declares 
It to Be the Greatest Year for Construction Since 
. 1921; Great Britain and Ireland Lead; United States 

Falls Down on Other Years 


New York. Feb. 0—Lloyds register of 
U p ping yesterday announced that an 
Increase of nearly twenty per cent of 
the world's production of merchant 
vessels wus established In 1928. but the 
United States went only farther down 
in the construction rankings by na¬ 
tions. 

Great Britain and Ireland had the 
largest percentage and all maritime 
countries except the United States 
shared in the 400.000 gross tons In¬ 
crease over 1927. The merchant ton¬ 
nage launched In the United States was 
only slightly* more than half tWe 179.218 
tons aggregate for 1927. but Great Brit¬ 
ain and Ireland gained eighteen per 
cent and all other countries comblued 
thirty-two per cent. 

Many changes in the construction 
ranking of the various countries were 
made during 193B While Oreat Britain 
and Ireland and Germany wiwiwal ut 
hold first and second places, nearly all 
the other maritime nations shifted po¬ 
sitions. The British and Irish yards, 
however, which In 1927 launched 936.- 
000 grows Tons more than their near¬ 
est competitor, last year widened the 
gap to 1.069.000 gross tons. •

The United 8tates. which ill 1927 
ranked third, went to seventh place In 
the ships sent down the ways. Holland 
now stands third, having moved up 
from fourth position, with an Increase 
of 46.000 tons. Italy with a reduction 
of 42.000 tons has dropped from fifth 
to ninth position. Denmark has ad¬ 
vanced from sixth place to fourth with 
a gain of 66.000 tons In launchtngs. 
while Sweden has gone from seventh 
position to fifth, with an Increase of 
89.000 tons over her figure for 1927 
Prance remains in eighth position, de¬ 
spite an Increase of nearly 100 per cent 
over her 1927 total, and Japan with an 
even larger percentage again, has 
moved from tenth to sixth.
